Owner on demand. 


XIX. All disputes concerning the amount of any 
toll, or the charge of keeping and selling any distress, 
may be heard and deternuned by any Justice of the 
Peace for the Town of Madras, who shall have power to 
examine as well the servants of the Company as the 
person charged with payment of the toll, and all other 
witnesses, and to award such sum as he shall think fit, 
to be payable for costs and damages by one party to the 
other, all which costs and damages shall be recovered, 
with the costs of the proceedings, in like manner as 
penalties imposed under this Act.

The Owners and Masters, or persons having 
chirge of any vessel lying in the roadstead of Madras, 
shall be jointly and severally answerable for any damage 
or mischief done to the Pier or works of the said Com- 
pany by their vessels respectively, or any boat belonging 
theicto, or by any Seaman, Boatman or other person em- 
ployed by them respectively, and shall be liable to pay 
any compensation and costs of the proceedings on ac- 
count of such damage or mischief, which may be reco- 
vered in one of the Supreme Courts of Judicature estab- 
lished at Madras, Caleutta and Bombay, or when the 
amount does not exceed two hundred Rupees may be 
awarded to be paid by a Justice of the Peace of the 
Town of Madras: ai all sums so awarded to be paid 
by a Justice of the Peace may be recoyered, in like man- 
ner, as penalties under this Act. 


XXII. The Madras Pier Company and their Servants 
shall be empowered to seize any person whom they shall

duty shall be allowed on exportation, unless the 
Tobacco heen warehoused in the Custom 
House Warehouse, and then only on exportation 
to the United Kingdom of Great Britain and 
Ireland, in which case a drawback of seven-eighths 
of the duty leviable shall be aHowed, if claimed at 
the time of re-exportation.

7. Boys of European Parentage, being the Sons of Soldiers in the East India Company’s 
Service, may be enlisted by Special Authority into the Artillery and Infantry, for the purpose of 
being trained as Trumpeters and Drummers, under the 10th and 11th Vie. Cap. 37, and will be 
allowed a Bounty of (2) Two Gaineas or Company’s Rupees (20-9-]) Twenty, Nine Annas and One 
Pie each, to provide them with Regimental necessaries. Twelve years is the prescribed age for the 
admission of boys, except under very special circumstances. These boys are to be attested for such 
periods as will be equal to 10 years for the Infantry, and 12 years for the Artillery, counting from 
the time they wil! attain the age of 18 years; no further Bounty being payable to them on attaining 
that age, but the usual Bounty of Company’s Rupees (50) Fifty, will be allowed on their re-enlisting 
after their first period of service has expired. : 

8. Enlisted boys are toreceive as at present Tfalf Pay and Batta. On attaining their loth year, 
they may, if vacancies exist, be brought on the strength of Corpa on the fall allowances, of Trumpeters 
or Drummers, or, when fit to bear Arms, be enrolled as Privates on the Pay and Batta of that Rank. 
The period of service, either as regaids their claim to discharge or to Pension, will commence from their 
attaining their [8th year. 

9, The number of boys, or Half-Pay Drummers sanctioned, per Troop or Company, at each of the 
Presidencies, wil) continue as at present. 

10. All Half Pay Drummers on attaining their 12th year, are to be enlisted on the terms above 
directed for boys, but only those of European Parentage when fit to bear Arms can be enrolled as 
Privates, all others continuing to serve as Trnmpeters and Drunimiers. 

WH. No enlisted Half-Pay Drummer cau be transferred to a Native Corps. 

12. Limited service men, originally enlisted in India’for periods of 3 or 5 years, can only be re- 
engaged under the 10th and Lith Vic. Cap. 37. If they have served under 10 years in the Tafantry, 
or }2 years in the Artillery, they are to be attested for such terms as will complete the above periods. 
A Bounty of Rupees (00) Fifty, will be allowed to men so re-enlisted. 


13. Men who have completed ten years in the Infantry, and twelve in the Artillery, are to be 
re-engaged for a second term, under the above Act, of If years in the Infantry, or 12 in the Artillery, 
or for such portion of these terms as will complcte a total service of 21 years in the Infantry and 24 
vears in the Artillery. 

14. Soldiers who may be discharged from Her Majesty’s Armny for the purpose of entering the 
Service of the Kast Jndia Company, under Special Authority, are to be enlisted under the 10th and ith 
Vic. Cap. 37. Phey are to be attested for such periods as will, inclusive of the time they may have 
served in India in Her Majesty’s Army, and six months previous to arrival, be equa) to the terms 
directed in the Army Service Act. 

15. Only men under 30 years of age, robust and healthy, can be enlisted into the East Indta 
Company’s from Iler Majesty’s Service. 

16. Soldiers so enlisted will be allowed to reckon their Service in India in Her Majesty’s Army 
towards Good Conduct Pay and other advantages while serving, and towards discharge 5 but with res- 
pect to Pension ; after 21 years, the period of their service in the Kast fndia Company’s Army muet be 
equal or nearly so, to that passed in [fer Majesty’s Army in India. 

17. No Soldier can demand his discharge until the expiration of his engagetient, as @ matter of 


right, either with or without a Pension: but discharge may be granted, as an indulgence, under the con- 
ditions specified in the Regulation on this subject.

The following Draft of a proposed Act was read in 
Council for the first time on the 14th of September 


1819. 
4 Act No. or 1819. 


An Act to incorporate a Company for building a Pier 
at Madras. 


Whereas a Company has been formed for building a 
Picr at Madras, which undertaking will be of great 
public utility, and ought to be encouraged, It is enacted 
as follows : 


I. A deed of partnership for the said Company 
shall be prepared, subject to the approval of the 
Advocate Goneral of the Enst India Company at Mad- 
ras, and as soon as the deed so approved shall have 
been executed by the holders of four-fifths of the whole 
number of the shares mm the said undertaking, either 
personally or by their lawfully constituted Attornies, 
and oue-tenth part of the value of each share shall have 
been paid into the Bauk of Madias or invested in 
Government Securities on account of the said Company, 
aly seven or more persons, parties to the said deed, may 
apply to the Supreme Court of Jiulicatire established 
by Royal Charter at Madras by Petition for leave to 
register the said deed in the Supreme Court, and the 
said Court, on being satisfied that the Provisions of this 
Act have been duly complied with, shall order the deed 
to be so registered. 


II. The original Capital Stock of the said Company 
shall be five Jakhs of Rupees, and shall be divided into 
one thousand shares, each of five huudred Rupees, 
and the amount of the Capital Stock may be at any 
time increased, by the creation of new shares of ‘ive 
hundred Rupees, to such amount as shall be approved 
by the Governor of Fort St. George iu Council: but vo 
such incrense of Capital Stock shall be allowed to be 
made until a Memorial of such increase shall have bee. 
rogistered with the approval of the Governor in Council 
in the said Supreme Court. 


IEl. Upon the registry of the deed of partnership, 
the persons by whom the said deed is executed, and all 
persons, who shall thereafter become possessed of any 
share in the said undertaking and their snecessors, shall 
be incorporated by the style of ‘The Madras Pier 
Company,” and by that name shall have perpetual 
succession and a common Seal, and shall plead and be 
impleaded in all Courts and before all Justices aud 
others, and may purchase aud hold lands for the pur- 
poses of this Act, 


IV. No action or suit, by or against the said Com- 
ny, shall be affected by reason of the Plaintiff or 

efendant therein being or baving been a shareholder 
ef: the Company: but any such shareholder, either 
along, or jaintly with any other person or persous as 
against the Company, or the Company as against such 
shareholder, either alone, or jointly with any other 
peraon or persons, shall have the same right of action 
and reinedy in respect of any cause whatever as if the 
sane had arisen with &@ stranger, 


V. Subject to the ‘rogulations of the deed of partner- 
Shin, every’ shareholder may sell and transfer his shaves

in the said Company by deed in the form piven in the 
Schedule (marked A) annexed to this Act, or to the 
like effect, and the same, when duly exeouted, shall be 
delivered to the Secretary to the Compasvy,. who shall 
make an entry thereof in a book to be called the Register 
of transfers, and shall endorse such entry on thé deed 
of transfer, for which entry and endorsement the Com. 
pany shall be entitled to have the sum af one Rupee, and 
the Secretary shall give to the purchaser an acknow. 
ledgment of the transfer having been completed: and 
until such entry and endorsement are made the pur. 
chaser of the share shall not be entitled to receive an 

share of the profits of the undertaking, or to vote in 
respect of such share. 


VI. The Company shall not he bound to see to the

XI. The said Madras Pier Company may lay and 
maintain, from any part of the said pier to the Custom 
Tlouse for the time being, at Madras, such railways or 
tram ronds as the said Compauy, with the approval of. 
the Governor in Council, shall think fit under such ree 
trictious and regulations where the same shall gross an 
public road or way as the Governor in Counei] shall 
think fit. 


XI. The said Madras Pier Company may lay dowd 
pipes for the supply of water to the shipping along ¢ 
said Pier, aud trem the Pier to the Government water- 
works, or such other tanks, wells and reservoirs of water 
as they think fit; and may dig into any of the public 
thorougiifares for the purpose of laying or repairing any

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XIII. The said Madras Pier Company shall be 
pound to light the said Pier and the approaches there- 
to, by means of & sufficient number of lamps, to the satis- 
faction of the Govervor in Council. 


The Madras Pier epeey shall be empow- 
ered to make, from time to time, such bye-laws as they 
shall find necessary for keeping order and preventing

XXIV. The Madras Pier Company shall be bound 
to allow the free and equal use of the said Pier and the 
approaches thereunto to all persons desirous of using 
the same, and tendering the tolls payable under this 
Act, and every Officer or Servant of the said Company, 
who shall wilfully obstruct any person desirous of law- 
fully usmg the said Pier, or who shall assault or use 
any scurtiious or abusive language toward any person 
using or destious of using the said Pier, shall, on convic- 
tion thereof before any Justice of the Peace for the 
‘Town of Madras, forfeit and pay such penalty as the 
Justice shall award, not exceeding filty Kupees. 


XXV. Whether or not any penalty shall have been 
imposed on the actual offender, the Madras Pier Com- 
pany shall be linble to be sued in au action on the case 
for any loss, damage or inconvenience sustained by any 
person lawfully using or desirous of lawfully using the 
said Pier, or the approaches thereunto, through any wil- 
ful obstruction, hindrance or delay caused to such pet- 
sou by any of their Officers or Servants. 


XXVI. The Master Attendant and his Deputy, the 
Collector of Sea Custon.s and his Deputy, with their 
Boats, Vessels and Crews, and also all Officers of Cus- 
toms and Police Officers in the discharge of their duty, 
shall be allowed to use the said Pier at all times, and 
freely to pass and repass thereon without payment of 
any toll. 


XXVIII. Grain and all other goods may be Ianded 
nt the said Pier, without being Hable to any penalty 
under Section X. Act [V., 1842. 


XXVIII. A plan and specification of the intended 
Pier, according to an estimate of cost not less than Three 
Lakhs of Rupees, shall be deposited in the Office of the 
Chief Sceretary to the Government of Fort St. George, 
within six months after the registry of the said part- 
nership decd: and if the Madras Pier Company shall 
not proceed to build the said Pier, with all convenient 
despatch, and to expend thereon and on the approaches 
thereto at least Fifty Thousand Rupees, in every period 
of twelve months after the deposit of the said plan and 
specification until the completion of the said work, 
according to the said plan and specification, with such 
niterations as shall be, from time to time, approved by 
the Governor in Council, or if the ssid Pier shall be at 
any time thereafter abandoned or left in a ruinous and 
unserviceable condition, the Governor of Fort St. 
George in Council, may cause notice of the default to 
be given to the said Madras Pier Company: and if

Act No. or 1849. 
An Act for better defining the special duty levied on 
Tobacco in Bombay. 





Whereas the laws in force respecting the spe- 
cial duty payable on Tobacco imported into Bom- 
bay are obscure, and require to be explained and 
amended, It is declared and enacted as follows : 


I. Regulations XXXII. 1827 and XV. 1828, 
of the Bombay Code, and so much of Act 
No. 1. 1838, as relates to the customary, or spe- 
cial duty levied on the import of Tobacco into the 
Island of Bombay, are rescinded and repeaied. 


Il. All Tobacco imported into the Island of 
Bombay, from whatever port or place it is carried, 
is and shall continue to be liable to the payment 
ofa special duty levied at the rate of nine rupees 
for the Indian mauud, which duty shall be paid 
instead of all other customs duty either on impor- 
tation, or after being warehonsed in the Custom 
House Warehouse, on being delivered out for inter- 
nal consumption, or for exportation at the option 
of the importer: and no drawback of the said 
duty shall be allowed on exportation, unless the 
Tobacco has been warehoused in the Custom 
House Warehouse, and then only on exportation 
to the United Kingdom of Great Britain and 
Ireland, in which case a drawback of seven-eighths 
of the duty leviable shall be allowed, if claimed at 
the time of re-exportation.

An Act for better difining the special duty levied on 
Tobacco in Bombay. 

Whereas the laws in force respecting the spe- 
etal duty payable on Tobacco imported into Bom- 
bay are obscure, and require to be explained and 
amended, It is declared and enacted as follows : 

1. Regulations XXXIUT. 1827 and XV. [h28, 
of the Bombay Code, and sv much ef Act 
No. I. 1838, as relates to the customary, or spe- 
cial duty levied on the import of Tobacco into the 
Island of Bombay, ate rescinded and repealed. 


I]. All Tobacco imperted into the Island of 
Bombay, from whatever port or place it is carried, 
sand shall continue to be Hable to the payment 
of a special duty Jevied at the rate of nine rupecs 
for the Indian manund, which duty shall be paid 
instead of all other customs duty eifher on impor- 
tation, or after being warchoused in the Custom 
House Warehouse, on being delivered out for inter- 
nal consumption, or for exportation at the option 
of the importer: and no drawback of the said 
duty shall be allowed on exportation, unless the 
Tobacco has been warehoused in’ the Custom 
House Warehouse, and then only on exportation 
to the United Kingdom of Great Britain and 
Ireland, in which ease a drawhack of seven-eighths 
of the duty leviable shall be allowed, if claimed at 
the time of re-exportation.

An Aci for regulating the Bombay Ferries. 


Whereas it is expedient to regulate the Public 
Ferries within the Territories subject to the Pre- 
sidency of Bombay, I¢€ is enacted as follows : 


I, The Governor of Bombay in Council may 
declare by Proclamation what Ferries within any 
part of the Territories subject to the Presidency 
of Bombay, shall be deemed Public Ferries, and xt 
any time hereafter, by a gike Proclamation, may 
establish new Ferrics where they are needed, and, 
from time to time, change the course of any Pub- 
lic Ferry, or discentinue any Public Ferry that is 
deemed unnecessary. 

II. Tolls according to such rates as shall, from 
time to time, be settled or approved by the Gover- 
nor of Bombay in Council, shall be levied upon all 
Passengers, Carts, Carriages, Cattle and other 
Animals, and on al) Goods and Merchandize car- 
tied over any Public Ferry. 


III. No Tolls shall be leviable from any body 
of Soldiery on their march. 


IV. Boats shall be provided under the autho- 
rity of the Governor of Bombay in Council for 
each Public Ferry, and ‘Tindals, Boutisen and 
other persons shall be appointed for their duc 
Navigation. 


V. Atevery Public Ferry-station a Toll-keeper 
shall be appointed with a sufficient Establishment, 
whose duty it shall be to take the lawful Tolls. 


_ VI. A Table of Tolls, written or printed in the 

English and Native Languages, shall be hung up 
in some conspicuous place at every Ferry-station, 
so as to be casily read by all persons crossing 
the Ferry.
